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PROFILE:  JOHN  HUSS,  c.  1373-1415 

John  Huss  was  a  Bohemian  reformer  born  at  Hussinecz  not  far  from  the  Bavarian 
frontier,  the  exact  date  being  uncertain.  His  name  is  derived  from  the  name  of  his 
birthplace  and  was  abbreviated  to  Huss  (or  more  properly  Hus)  by  himself  about  1396. 
Prior  to  that  date  he  was  known  as  Hussynecz. 

Despite  the  early  death  of  his  father  he  obtained  a  good  education  and  entered 
Prague  University  where  he  became  a  B.A.  in  1393  and  M.A.  in  1396.  In  1398  he 
began  to  lecture  and  the  philosophical  writings  of  Wycliffe  were  his  text-books.  In 
1404  he  became  Dean  of  the  Philosophical  faculty  and  then  became  Rector  of  the 
University.  In  1402  he  had  been  made  capellarius  (curate)  of  the  Bethlehem  chapel. 
It  was  from  this  time  that  he  began  to  study  Scripture  in  depth  and  he  became  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  great  value  not  only  of  the  philosophical  but  also  the  theological  writings 
of  Wycliffe, 

The  growing  sympathy  of  Huss  with  Wycliffe  affected  his  relations  with  his  col¬ 
leagues.  In  1408  a  formal  complaint  was  made  against  Huss  and  in  1409  an  inquisitor 
was  appointed  to  inquire  into  charges  of  heretical  teaching  brought  against  him. 
As  a  result.  Pope  Alexander  V  ordered  the  abjuration  of  all  Wycliffe  “heresies”  and 
the  surrender  of  all  his  books.  Wycliffe’s  books  were  publicly  burned,  and  Huss  was 
excommunicated.  The  populace  rose  up  on  his  behalf  and  Huss  continued  to  defend 
the  so-called  heretical  treatises  of  Wycliffe.  He  became  isolated  and  had  to  withdraw 
from  Prague  as  a  result  of  the  interdict  laid  on  all  places  likely  to  give  him  shelter. 
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He  then  composed  the  treatise,  De  Ecclesia ,  which  subsequently  furnished  most  of 
the  material  for  the  capital  charges  brought  against  him.  This  is  considered  the  most 
important  of  his  works  although  it  is  largely  a  translation  of  Wycliffe’s  work  of  the 
same  name. 

He  returned  to  Prague  in  1414  with  a  promise  of  safe  conduct  to  attend  a  Council 
meeting  on  the  doctrinal  questions  in  dispute.  Wycliffc  was  condemned  as  erroneous, 
heretical  and  revolutionary.  The  propositions  which  had  been  extracted  from  De 
Ecclesia  were  brought  up  and  Huss  was  accused  of  having  abandoned  the  Catholic 
doctrine.  Huss  was  asked  to  recant,  but  he  declined  and  steadfastly  refused  to  swerve 
from  his  declared  convictions,  despite  a  threat  of  the  death  sentence.  The  sentence  he 
expected  was  pronounced  on  6th  July,  1415. 

After  he  was  tied  to  the  stake  and  the  faggots  lighted,  he  again  proclaimed  his 
faith,  but  his  voice  was  soon  stifled  in  the  smoke  and  flames. 

DICTIONARY  OF  MAKERS  OF  BRITISH  NINETEENTH 
CENTURY  METALLIC  TICKETS  AND  CHECKS 

Supplement  I  to  Part  III— MAKERS  IN  THE  LONDON  AREA

The  original  Part  III  appeared  in  the  Bulletin ,  1968  (February  to  July).  This 
Supplement  follows  the  usual  pattern  but  has  had  to  range  far  into  the  present  century 
to  complete  the  account  of  the  Ralph  Neal  business  history  and  continued  use  of  its  dies 
by  successors. 

General  Note  regarding  standard  works  referred  to  in  this  Dictionary.  As  being  a 
valuable  starting  pointer  to  focalizing  the  dating  limits  within  which  individual  discs 
were  struck,  the  publication  dates  of  the  two  principal  nineteenth  century  listings 
Batty 1  and  Neumann-  were  given  in  the  Appendix  I  and  main  text  of  this  Dictionary’s 
original  Introduction  (1960).  Publication  dates  of  twentieth  century  works  referred  to 
can  help  in  the  same  way  for  discs  produced  in  the  early  part  of  the  twentieth  century, 
particularly  those  of  previous  century  style,  so  the  following  further  particulars  are 
now  set  out : —

M-G 4 5:  Although  this  catalogue  was  not  published  until  1930  (the  date  previously 
cited),  the  British  Museum  which  published  it  had  acquired  the  collection  by 
presentation  in  1907.  (This  collection  itself  is  still  housed  in  the  Museum’s 
Department  in  which  it  was  then  deposited,  viz.  British  &  Mediaeval 
Antiquities — not  the  Department  of  Coins  &  Medals.)

A  family  firm  of  booksellers  started  business  in  1816  as  T.  &J.  Allman  at  5  Princes 
Street,  Hanover  Square,  and  removed  in  1825  to  55  Great  Queen  Street,  Lincoln’s 
Inn  Fields.  It  was  next  located  1830-62  at  42  Holborn  Hill  as  booksellers  and  publishers, 
under  styles  Thos.  Allman ,  then  c.  1855-60  with  addition  of  &  Son ,  followed  by 
Thos.Jos.  Allman  who  moved  in  1863  to  463  Oxford  Street  and  was  there  until  1878. 

From  1879  the  business  was  at  67  Oxford  Street  as  Allman  &  Son ,  (Ltd.  from  1889), 
educational  publishers  and  school  booksellers.  As  sometimes  happens  in  this  kind  of 
trade  (e.g.  around  1900  at  the  religious  publishers  National  Publishing  Office,  Ann 
Street,  Belfast)  the  publishing  activities  included  the  publishing  of  medallic  discs 
relevant  to  the  trade. 

An  article  on  the  Birmingham  diesinking  partnership  Allen  &  Moore  appeared  in 
this  Dictionary  in  the  1960  Bulletin  (p.  95)  and  indicated  that  Allen  apparently  parted 
from  Moore  during  the  1850’s,  although  the  partnership  signature  was  still  used  on 
some  discs  of  the  1860’s.  In  addition  to  its  products  mentioned  in  the  article,  there  was  a 
series  of  handsome  school  merit  award  medals  of  stock  character  (for  general  use 
among  schools,  undated,  and  not  intended  to  put  schools  to  the  trouble  of  inscribing 
recipients’  names — there  is  no  space  for  this)  made  of  tin,  45  mm.  diameter,  with  a 
broad  protective  edge  of  width  ranging  from  3-|-  to  5  mm.  These  medals  had  normally 
(one  in  the  Author’s  collection  is  instead  of  a  mule  of  two  reverses)  a  very  ornate 
standard  obverse  with  the  words  “Good  Conduct”  squeezed  above  a  design  of,  in 
saltire,  two  inverted  cornucopiae  of  fruit  with  a  beehive  superimposed  where  they 
cross,  all  superimposed  on  semicircular  garlands;  and  an  elaborate  border  of  leaves/ 
flowers/etc.  On  the  left-hand  band  below  orifice  of  a  cornucopia  is  the  signature 
Allen  &  Moore. 

Reverses  of  this  stock  medal  series  have  wording  “Reward/of/Superior/Merit” 
curved  or  straight  in  centre,  and  ornamentation  such  as  a  wreath  above  and  elaborate 
sprays  at  rim,  or  flanking  sprays  and  elaborate  border.  One  variety  noted  (Author’s 
collection)  has  “Reward/of/Merit”  straight,  flanked  by  broad  laurel  sprays  with 
ribbon  binding  their  stems,  and  “Allman,  London”  at  rim  below.  Grant  put  this  under 
date  1904.  He  also  (in  his  Supplt.  II)  showed  for  Allman  a  Regular  Attendance  medal 
under  1897  and  a  medal  of  Portarlington  School  under  1903. 

Baddeley  Bros.  (Bulletin  1968,  p.  58) 

The  personality  depicted  and  circumstances  of  issue  of  the  1879  medal  struck  by 
this  firm  have  now  been  unravelled;  involving  the  gradual  uncovering  of  a  remarkable 
biography  of  a  person  with  aspirations  but  also  delusions  of  grandeur,  and  the  grind  of 
checking  point  by  point  to  find  out  how  much  was  factual  amidst  a  mass  of  fantasy 
that  he  had  engineered  into  print.  This  is  not  the  place  for  a  full  history,  on  which 
much  work  remains  to  be  done,  but  the  present  report  has  to  include  an  abstract  of  the 
family’s  background  as  the  medal  and  its  settling  would  otherwise  remain  obscure. 
The  setting  is  in  essence  the  story  of  a  widow  and  her  son  who  spent  most  of  their  lives 
together  and  had  in  common  a  purpose  of  regaining  the  status  of  landed  nobility. 

She  (1815-1895)  was  born  as  Ann  Napier,  daughter  of  a  planter  who  had  come  from 
Edinburgh  (of  the  family  of  Napier  of  Merchiston,  a  castle  nearby)  and  set  up  the 
Merchiston  Estate  on  the  island  of  Tobago.  In  1838  she  married  a  serving  naval 
officer  Charles  Edward  Groom,  who  claimed  the  title  Prince  of  Gaeta;  he  died  of 
colonial  fever  in  the  same  year.  In  1839  she  inherited  the  plantation  on  the  death  of  her 
father,  and  in  1840  she  moved  to  England  with  the  posthumous  son  of  the  marriage. 
(In  1 847  a  hurricane  damaged  Merchiston  Estate  and  made  the  residence  uninhabitable ; 
the  estate  was  sold  off  for  taxes  in  1898;  a  private  inspecting  party  in  1960  found 
remains  still  of  the  Grand  House  and  family  graves  including  that  of  C.  E.  Groom.) 
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Titles  Duchess  of  Mantua  and  of  Montferrat  (i.e.  Monteferrato )  were  claimed  to  have 
descended  to  Ann  Groom’s  mother  and  herself  in  the  female  line  from  the  6th  Duke  of 
Mantua  after  failure  of  the  male  Gonzaga  line  by  death  of  the  last  reigning  10th  Duke  in 
1707.  Officially  these  titles  had  finally  merged  in  the  Italian  Crown,  from  which  her 
family  had  no  success  in  recovering  these  Gonzaga  titles  (nor  the  Gaeta  title)  and 
corresponding  Italian  estates,  so  the  family  kept  its  claims  fairly  quiet  up  to  the  death 
of  Ann’s  mother  in  1866.  There  were  also  claims  to  historic  grants  of  French  and 
Scottish  titles.  For  certain  timely  reasons,  Ann  Groom  adopted  the  Italian  titles  official¬ 
ly  by  deed  poll  on  11th  October  1884  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of 
Justice. 

Her  son  (1839-94)  was  originally  named  Charles  Ottley  Groom.  While  resident 
at  Bristol  he  advertised  in  The  Times  of  1st  March  1865  a  change  (expansion)  of  name 
to  C.  O.  Groom  Napier.  Finally  on  the  same  date  in  1884  as  his  mother’s  change,  he 
became  by  deed  poll  Prince  of  Mantua  and  Montferrat.  According  to  London  direc¬ 
tories  his  mother  started  using  her  titles  from  1880,  and  his  first  listing  therein  occurred  \ 
in  that  year  at  her  address,  showing  his  titles.  His  life  was  spent  as  a  gentleman  interested 
in  promoting  aspects  of  natural  and  applied  science  as  well  as  teetotalism,  vegetarianism, 
and  a  broad  evangelism,  and  he  wrote  a  number  of  booklets  on  these  subjects  as  well 
as  attending  meetings  of  learned  societies  and  perhaps  lecturing  at  them.  Unfortunately 
he  all  but  destroyed  his  credibility  in  scientific  fields  by  faking  geological  evidence  as 
part  of  his  fictitious  embellishing  of  his  accomplishments,  his  social  benefactions,  and 
his  remote  ancestry. 

One  story  put  out  by  the  Prince  was  that  an  ancestor  Louis  Gonzaga,  Captain  of 
Mantua,  in  the  fourteenth  century  founded  the  Mantua  &  Montferrat  Medal  Fund  for 
conferring  recognition  on  men  eminent  in  arts,  letters  and  science,  that  its  operation 
had  been  in  abeyance  since  1811,  and  that  it  had  since  been  held  in  trust  until  a  princely 
descendant  in  his  family  fulfilled  the  condition  for  gaining  control  of  the  Fund,  of 
public  adoption  of  the  titles.  He  took  this  step  and  reactivated  the  Fund’s  function — 
bestowal  of  medals — in  1879. 

The  medal  of  this  new  issue,  an  illustration  of  which  later  appeared  in  the  special 
edition  in  large  4to  of  the  Duchess’s  “Pedigree”  (1885)  along  with  a  list  of  recipients, 
shows  on  obv.  H.M.S.H.  (i.e.  His  Most  Serene  Highness)  The  Prince  of  Mantua  & 
Montferrat  around  his  bust  to  left,  showing  a  benign  portrait,  bearded  and  side- 
whiskered,  bald  on  top  with  wavy  hair  descending.  On  the  shoulder  tiuncation  is  the 
signature  in  two  lines  Baddeley  Bros,  j London.  On  rev.  is  a  purported  collar,  comprising 
a  circular  rope  carrying  large  beads  separating  dentilated  blocks  of  which  alternate 
ones  are  inscribed  with  the  portions  of  Dolmijne'iprolbalsti ,  above  an  ornament  and  ^ 
surmounted  by  a  coronet  above  which  is  a  ribbon  marked  Fides.  Inside  the  collar  are  ^ 
1 4  lines  of  inscription  reading : — 

The  name  of  [name]  is  added  to  our  roll  and  associated  with  the  names  of  Raphael . 

Michael  Angelo  .  Leonardo  da  Vinci .  Dante  .  Tasso  .  Columbus  .  Ariosto  .  Galileo  . 

Copernicus  .  Racine  .  Moliere  .  Cervantes  .  Milton  .  Shakespeare  .  Napier  .  Newton  . 

Napoleon .  Cuvier .  Old  Mantuan  Medallists 

The  name  Napier  in  this  list  refers  to  the  inventor  of  logarithms,  claimed  as  an  ancestor 
of  the  Prince. 

The  Prince  bestowed  (by  post)  specimens,  purportedly  in  gold,  of  this  medal  on  a 
number  of  eminent  men,  of  whom  some  including  Gladstone  are  said  to  have  refused 
it  but  most  sent  a  gratified  acknowledgment — among  them  Sir  Richard  Owen,  kcb, 
frs  (1804-92).  His  now  reposes,  in  the  lowest  position  as  an  apparent  indication  that  it 
was  found  to  be  only  gold-plated  bronze,  with  his  numerous  other  medallic  awards  in 
gold  and  silver  in  a  glass-faced  wall  case  at  the  head  of  an  office  staircase  in  the  British

Museum  (Natural  History),  South  Kensington.  An  unawarded  bronze  specimen  is  in 
the  numismatic  collection  at  Birmingham  City  Museum. 

Collins  &  Kipling  (Bulletin,  1968,  p.  91) 

The  following  additional  market  tallies  by  this  partnership  have  been  kindly 
reported  by  correspondents  here  and  one  in  U.S.A.  They  are  all  signed  in  the  same 
form  as  on  the  tally  described  in  the  original  entry,  and  the  one  placed  first  below  is 
most  usefully  dated. 

2.  Brass,  26  mm. 

Obv.  “J.  S./Woodnutt/1870”  in  straight  lines  across  field.  Signature  in  tiny 
lettering  along  lower  half  of  rim. 

Rev.  “One/Shilling”  in  straight  lines  across  field. 

James  Sheffield  Woodnutt  was  a  fruit  salesman  at  Spitalfields  Market  since  before 
1850  until  1876  then  continuing  with  suffix  &  Son  1877-84.  The  son  may  have  been 
George  Sheffield  Woodnutt,  potato  salesman  at  the  same  market  from  1854-56,  as 
his  listing  ended  in  1 876. 

3.  Brass,  25  mm.,  reeded  edge. 

Obv.  “W.  Mace/. Covent  Garden.”  around  inner  circle  containing  the  signature 
along  lower  two-thirds  of  periphery  and  large  “6U”  in  centre. 

Rev.  “Six/Pence”  in  straight  lines  across  field. 

Attempted  tracing  of  this  salesman  has  not  yet  succeeded. 

4.  Brass,  32  mm. 

Obv.  “P.  Oyler/*Spitalfields*”  around  rim.  “Tub/18”  in  centre;  beneath  it  the 
signature  in  two  straight  lines. 

Rev.  Eight-pointed  star  within  circle. 

Potter  Oyler  was  a  fruit  salesman  active  1855-92  at  two  successive  addresses  in  the 
Spitalfields  Market  area,  and  there  are  other  tallies  of  his  made  by  Ralph  Neal  and  by 
\V.  j.  Taylor.  The  business  next  passed  to  Thomas  &  George  Oyler,  but  its  present 
style  is  Potter  Oyler  Ltd. 

5.  30  mm.,  fine  straight  graining  on  edge. 

Obv.  “J.  Allen”  across  centre  of  flan;  “Farringdon/&  Spitalfields”  curved  above 
and  below.  Signature  placed  between  second  market  name  and  an  outer 
circle  of  fine  beads. 

Rev.  “One/ Shilling”  across  field,  placed  higher  than  usual  and  the  first  word  is 
large. 

There  is  also  a  similarly  inscribed  and  signed  6d  tally.  James  Allen  was  a  potato  and 
fruit  salesman  active  at  Farringdon  Market  1854/56-91  and  at  Spitalfields  Market 
1890-99  and  onwards.  Thus  this  pair  of  tallies  appears  to  date  to  the  two-year  overlap 
period  1890-91;  if  this  is  so,  then  dating  comparison  with  item  2  above  indicates  a 
span  of  at  least  20  years  for  the  business  of  Collins  &  Kipling. 

Nevertheless,  still  no  trace  has  been  found  of  this  partnership. 

Comyns  .  Grant  (1901);  BDM  VII/189. 

The  signature  comyns  .  regd.  (i.e.  registered  design)  occurs  on  the  shoulders  of 
royalty  portrayed  on  the  obverses  of  a  set  of  four  small  card-counters  struck  at  the  end 
of  the  reign  of  Queen  Victoria — latter-day  whist  markers.  Grant’s  entry  dates  them  to 
1901 ;  he  did  not  mention  their  being  counters,  and  gave  the  name  as  R.  Comyns.  The 
brief  entry  in  the  BDM  quotes  the  actual  signature  but  mentions  only  one  of  the  four — 
no.  2  below. 
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The  obverses  of  these  counters  are  of  highly  competent  execution,  showing  the 
portraits  in  good  relief.  The  reverses  show  a  symbol  of  a  card-suit  in  low7  relief.  Each 
face  has  a  toothed  border  and  raised  rim.  The  wddth  is  uniformly  18o  mm. — as 
measured  across  the  flats  in  the  case  of  item  1  below,  which  is  hexagon-shaped  with 
angles  on  the  vertical  axis,  and  as  diameter  of  the  circular  other  three.  The  set  w7as 
struck  in  bronze  and  is  smooth  to  the  touch;  it  exists  in  twro  alternative  finishes — 
lightly  silvered  or  coppered.  The  non-circular  shape  of  item  1  bearing  the  sovereign’s 
portrait  may  well  have  been  chosen  for  avoiding  confusion  between  the  silvery  version 
of  it  and  a  sixpence  (diameter  19  mm.).  The  individual  descriptions  are: — 

1.  Obv.  Veiled  portrait  bust  of  Queen  Victoria  to  left,  but  wearing  the  small  crown  in 

which  she  was  depicted  on  the  first-jubilee  coinage.  Legend  parallel  with  four 
of  the  flat  sides  of  the  flan : — 

“Victoria  Queen”  (interruption  by  crowrn)  “and  Empress”. 

2.  Obv.  “Albert  Prince  of  Wales”  around  his  profile  bust  to  left. 

(Became  Edward  VII  in  1 90 1 .) 

3.  Obv.  “George  Frederick/Duke  of  York”  around  his  facing  bust,  gazing  slightly 

leftwards. 

(Duke  of  York  from  1892,  Prince  of  Wales  from  1901,  became  George  V.) 

4.  Obv.  “Prince  Edward  of  York”  around  full-facing  (slightly  rightward  gazing) 

portrait  bust  of  him  as  a  young  boy. 

(Born  1894.  Title  changed  in  1901  to  Prince  Edw7ard  of  Wales.  Prince  of 
Wales  from  1910,  became  Edward  VIII  and,  after  abdication,  Duke  of 
Windsor.) 

1.  Rev.  Heart,  2. — Club,  3. — Spade,  4. — Diamond. 

William  Comyns  &  Sons  Ltd.  are  manufacturing  goldsmiths  and  silversmiths  in 
London,  currently  located  in  Towrer  Street,  W.C.2.  The  business  was  established  in 
1848,  and  the  address  from  the  1880’s  until  well  into  the  present  century  was  41  Beak 
Street,  Regent  Street,  W.l.  The  company’s  records  of  its  products  go  back  to  1902 
with  no  mention  of  any  disc-making  activity;  these  archives  just  miss  the  period  within 
which  the  counters  must  have  been  struck  viz.  1892-January  1901  (earliest  date  for 
item  3  to  death  of  Queen  Victoria).  However,  representatives  of  the  company,  on  being 
shown  sets  of  the  counters,  recollected  use  of  exactly  the  same  form  of  signature  on 
some  of  the  company’s  products  and  considered  that  the  counters  w'ere  of  their 
company’s  make. 

ROYAL  MINT  PRESENT  WAITANGI  AND  OTHER 
PATTERN  COINS  TO  NEW  ZEALAND 

The  Royal  Mint  have  presented  to  the  government  of  New  Zealand  a  collection  of  rare  and 
valuable  proof  and  pattern  coins.  The  presentation  by  Mr.  Harold  Glover,  Deputy  Master  of 
the  Royal  Mint,  was  made  at  an  informal  ceremony  held  at  the  Royal  Mint  on  December  4th 
1973. 

Mr.  Terence  H.  McCombs,  the  High  Commissioner  for  New  Zealand  in  London,  accepted 
the  coins  on  behalf  of  the  New  Zealand  Government  in  the  presence  of  a  number  of  guests 
which  included  officials  from  New  Zealand  House,  artists  who  contributed  designs  for  New 
Zealand  coins,  eminent  numismatists  and  senior  officials  of  the  Royal  Mint. 

The  coins  all  date  from  the  time  that  New  Zealand  coins  were  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  and 
cover  the  period  from  1933  to  1965,  the  last  date  of  New7  Zealand’s  £.s.d.  coinage.  Notable 
among  the  patterns  was  a  shilling  and  threepence  dated  1933  by  Kruger  Gray  and  a  Waitangi 
crown  by  Percy  Metcalf  dated  1935. 
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45  1687  Dec. -1699  Jan.  Ditto.  (The  accounts  in 
this  book  are  in  a  different  form  to  those  in 
the  preceding  and  the  following  books.)

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Edwardian  Penny  Hoard  from  Middridge,  Shildon.  Building  Foreman  Roy  Ellis’s  heart 
jumped  into  his  mouth  when  one  of  his  lads  struck  something  solid  while  digging  foundations. 
But  he  wasn’t  worried  for  a  moment  that  they  might  have  hit  a  gas  main.  He  thought  it  might  be 
treasure.  And  it  was — a  medieval  pot  containing  2,700  silver  coins. 

For  Mr.  Ellis,  of  Middlesbrough,  had  taken  a  couple  of  coins  unearthed  the  previous  day  at 
his  site  in  Middridge,  Shildon,  to  experts.  They  said  the  condition  of  the  coins — not  badly 
tarnished  from  soil  minerals — indicated  they  were  probably  part  of  a  hoard.  And  so  it  proved. 
Miss  Marilyn  Brown,  archaeologist  with  Teesides  Museum  Service,  said  last  night;  “This  is  a 
really  important  find.  It  is  tremendously  valuable,  both  historically  and  materially.”  Some  of  the 
coins  are  in  remarkable  condition.  But  she  declined  to  put  a  cash  value  on  the  hoard.  The  coins 
she  has  inspected  so  far  are  all  from  the  reign  of  Edward  I  (1272-1307). 

Who  buried  them  in  what  was  to  become  the  car  park  of  the  Bay  Horse  public  house,  which  Mr 
Ellis  and  his  men  were  clearing  with  mechanical  diggers  so  that  a  grill  room  can  be  built?  That  is 
puzzling  Miss  Brown.  There  had  been  no  manor  house  on  the  site,  and  in  any  case  people  with 
money  to  bury  traditionally  did  so  in  a  remote  spot.  But  this  was  in  the  centre  of  a  medieval  village. 
Her  guess  is  that  the  hoard  belonged  to  a  peasant — admittedly  a  remarkably  thrifty  one — who 
buried  it  hastily  under  the  floor  of  his  home  before  fleeing. — Northern  Echo ,  15/11/73. 

Roman  “Farthings”  from  Woolmer  Pond.  I  thought  collectors  of  English  copper  coins  of 
the  eighteenth  century  and  those  who  collected  Roman  Coins  might  be  interested  in  the  following 
information  from  White’s,  “Natural  History  of  Selborne”,  [London  1854],  in  the  part  “Antiqui¬ 
ties  of  Selborne  Letter  I. 

In  the  summer  of  1741  after  two  summers  with  very  little  rain  Woolmer  Pond  became  dried 
out  and  the  foresters  and  labourers  dug  over  the  ponds  bed  in  the  hope  of  finding  gold  and  silver. 
There  was  a  tradition  that  the  Lake  contained  treasure,  as  coins  had  been  found  on  the  shores 
before  and  after  storms.  However  instead  of  riches  they  found  a  heap  of  copper-coins  and  some 
medallions,  many  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.  The  labourers  sold  their  Roman  coins,  such  as 
they  could  to  the  local  gentry  and  clergy,  Gilbert  White  mentions  he  acquired  “some  dozens”.  As 
to  the  identification  of  these  coins  all  he  says  is  the  greater  part  were  of  Marcus  Aurelius  and 
Empress  Faustina,  and  that  the  medallions  were  on  the  whole  a  paler  colour  than  the  coins. 
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What  I  consider  is  of  greater  interest  is  that  the  coins  the  labourers  could  not  sell  went  into 
local  circulation  and  were  used  as  farthings  in  the  local  shops.  It  is  certainly  a  comment  on  the 
shortage  of  small  coppers  that  tradesmen  were  willing  to  use  Roman  coins  that  the  labourers 
must  have  found  in  large  quantities,  as  they  must  have  added  quite  considerably  to  the  small 
change  in  circulations  and  boosted  the  labourer’s  incomes.  As  a  coin  collector  I  tended  to  equate 
the  shortage  of  copper  with  periods  when  tokens  were  issued,  but  on  reflection  there  must  have 
been  a  continual  dearth,  which  at  these  periods  became  acute.  It  is  also  interesting  to  speculate 
what  other  foreign  coins  were  in  circulation,  I  have  for  a  long  time  suspected  that  at  the  end  of  the 
eighteenth  and  in  the  early  nineteenth  centuries  there  must  have  been  a  considerable  quantity  of 
uncountermarked  Spanish  and  Spanish  American  coins  in  circulation,  along  with  those  monetised 
for  use  in  Great  Britain. 

Maybe  there  are  other  references  in  literature,  and  private  correspondence  of  the  period 
which  would  furnish  other  examples  of  foreign  coins  being  in  circulation,  or  maybe  it  was  such  a 
common  fact  that  it  did  not  warrant  notice. — T.  J.  Sharp.

A  medieval  king  held  no  destinction  between  his  own 
income  and  that  of  the  state,  however  it  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  in  the  time  of  Henry  VIII  the  country  was 
relatively  poor  and  the  people  were  very  resistant  to  any 
form  of  taxation.  For  this  reason  the  king  who  had  such 
expensive  tastes  as  the  French  wars  and  extensive 
pageantry  found  great  difficulty  in  making  ends  meet. 
Despite  such  revenue  raising  acts  such  as  the  dissolution 
of  the  monastries  and  devaluation  of  the  coinage  the  king 
was  always  short  of  money. 

The  revenue  from  the  dissolution  of  the  monastries  was 
certainly  the  most  profitable  venture  accomplished  by  the 
king.  During  the  last  12  years  £130,000  annually  was 
gleaned  from  this  source  and  the  property  having  been 
sold  by  the  crown,  for  what  contrary  to  general  belief 
was  not  a  give  away  price,  rapidly  changed  hands  again. 
The  looting  which  took  place  during  this  process  was 
very  wasteful  and  much  permanent  damage  to  property 
and  resources  took  place. 

The  lead  obtained  from  the  looted  monastries  con¬ 
stituted  a  large  potential  source  of  revenue  which  the 
king  did  not  overlook.  It  was  proposed  to  ship  26  million 
lbs  to  Antwerp  but  this  was  stopped  at  the  last  moment 
as  the  price  naturally  fell  when  the  news  was  learned. 
In  June  1545  a  plan  was  made  for  exchanging  the  lead  for 
Spanish  alum.  This  was  not  the  profitable  venture  antici¬ 
pated,  much  of  the  lead  was  lost  in  transit  to  privateers 
and  the  final  import  of  alum  was  only  700  lbs ! 

The  devaluation  of  the  currency  was  accomplished  by 
large  reductions  in  the  fineness  of  the  coinage.  The  profit 
to  the  king  from  this  was  about  £228,000  but  this  had  the 
effect  of  producing  inflation  in  this  country  not  seen  on 
such  a  scale  until  our  own  times.  Furthermore  the  king 
was  not  the  ultimate  gainer  since  he  himself  was  the 
greatest  holder  of  coinage  in  the  realm. 

Air.  Snow  concluded  his  talk  by  describing  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  inflation  and  discussing  the  various  coins 
introduced  in  its  process.  He  handed  out  an  informative 
leaflet  describing  the  various  changes  and  developments 
which  had  taken  place.  The  evening  concluded  with 
numerous  questions  from  members  and  the  final  thanks 
of  the  president  for  a  most  interesting  and  informative 
evening.

KLIPPE  COINS 


Klippe  coins  are  pieces  bearing  an  impression 
on  a  usually  square  or  rectangular  blank.  Some 
were  struck  from  the  normal  circular  coin  dies, 
often  as  presentation  pieces  although  they  were 
definitely  legal  tender;  others  zvere  struck  as 
emergency  issues  during  wars  and  sieges.
